Con- 
jgress has fixed it so that somebody 
! must tell, whether lie wants to or not. 
One section of the War Income Tax

| exception, and every corporation, part- 
nership, association and insurance 
company, as interest, rent, salaries, 
wages, premiums, annuities, compen- 
sation , remuneration, emoluments or 
other fixed or determinable gains, 
profits and income, to report the name 
and address of the person, corpora- 
tion, etc., to whom the payment was 
made, together with the amount <>' 
the payment, to the Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue at Washington, us- 
ing a form prescribed for the purpose 
— Form 1099. now to be had from aU 
callectors' offices. The forms must 
bo filled out and returned ON OR BE- 
FORE MARCH 1. 191S, accompanied 
by Form 109G, which is a letter of 
transmittal and affidavit certifying the 
accuracy of Form 1099.
